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Soviet Troops in Schweldnitz . 

l. Soviet troops were observed in Schweidnita (P SIA 16) in the Sorner Flan- 
dern Kaserne, on the south side of ul. Grenadierska, up to Aurust 1950. 
The barracks installation included five large billets and several rarares 
and vas Located, among the various barrecks installations on ul. Crenadiers-. 
ka, farthest to the west, in the direction of Sechoenbrann (P 53/1 15). 
Source believed thet from 50C to 600 ren were quartered at the installation. 
Selciers wearing black e-aulets were observed. Ven wearing rec stripes on 
their cans were seen occasionally. Cuns and motor vehicles were stored in 
the interior o° the installation. Trom 20 to 35 motor vehicles towing guns 
were fraquently obeerved Leawing the installation. A drill and training 
ground Zor Soviet units was Located on the north: side of ul. Crenadierska, 
in the anele bet-een this strect and the main street toward Schoenbrunn. 
Only on raré occasions were more than 100 soldiers receiving training there 
at ene time, 


@. Another barracks installation, which also quartered a Soviet unit, sas east 
of the former Tlandern Kaserne. It was the middle of the three installations 
on the south side of ul. Grenadierska. Seldiers wearing green visor-tyne 
cape and nen weering brown caps with green stripes were observed at this 
installation. No debachnents were observed marching out of the installation 
for practice, and only Limited motor traffic was seen. lio weapons were observ- 
ed etored in the installation. The extensive and large billets east cof this 
installdtion were occupied by units of the Sovict air force. Scldiers wear-- 
ing light-blue epaulets were observed there. The former German NCOs? billets 
oppesite the barracks installations on the north side of ul. Cranadlerska 
quarterad Soviet officers, After the departure of most Soviet depandents in 
the fall of 1950, about 50 percent of the billets were unoccupied, but were 
not released, The billicts requisitioned there included 16 to 10 buildings 
in early Uoverber 1950. (1) 


oe The fomner Artillerie or Tarbara Kaserne in the north of the city was occupied 
by e Soviet motorized artillery unit for a long tine after the war. Source 
observed cry a motorized unit there by Late October 1950, The branch of 
service of the unit was not cetermined. (2) 


hh, Up te Late October 1950 a Soviet readguarters was located in the lerre muLti- 
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story Sullding of the former Land=- und imtsgericht in the center of the 
city, east of the main railroad stetion. Mainly officers were observed at 
this building. The headquarters included a tribunal renerally referred to 
as the arny courte (3) A rajor military laundry, jenerally referred to us 
the erny Launcry, vas located at the poste Soviet handicraft shops were 
loceted in the Anpela Cloister up to late Cetobor 1950. A Soviet officers 
mess ; warded by scidiers wearing preen-bordcered caps was located in the 
southera sector of the city, north of the Kroischwitg settloxent, in a 
Single manrion. 
The Tieerendorf settlement in the southwestern sector of the cltv, which 
had boon inhabited cainky i vensionors of the former Cerman Armed Forces 
and Administration under tho Gerrans, wan declared a restricted arca by 
the Soviets. In the area adjacent to ul, Srenadierska, Cermans and Poles 
were admitted only shen heldinr special ncasses, (4) In the surver of L55C, 
taere wore Soviet schools in the forrer Fesselstift in the northeastern 
sectcr of Tiederboarentorf, on the south sice of the rain road, soviet 
children attended school t ere before the departure of the families in late 
19S. A Soviet agency, under viiose Jurisdiction fell applications for the 
release of apartments and other requisitioned items, was in the former 
daber office, near the KesseLstirt and on the north side of the road leading 
tircugh Niederboegendorf, in rid-LOSC, The [roischyitz settlement, which 
ad jcined the vorourh of Kroischywitz in the southern secter «2 the city, 
served as billets for Soviet officers and veren enployees of the armed forces, 
nis area, in which Cerman personnel was also employed up to Late Cetober 
L95C, was not restricted, 


A Seviet supply installation, on the easters porimeler of the city and south- 
east of the airfield, was a forrer Cermen installation equipped with a 
railroad sour, wich had suffered no war damapes and had been tat:an over 

by the Soviets, According to Cerman nen and wonen working there, rations 

and clothing were stored in the installation. Tneoming and outroinre shipments 
were made by trucks cri:en by Soviet soldiers, 


Polish Treeps in Schweidnitz. 
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Up to late October 1950, the former Rolko Kescrse in achwoidnitz quartered 
apr roxinately one Polish battalion. In source's opinion, te scldiers were 
infantrymen. “nen off duty in the city, the men wore cans with a red otripe. 
sie Porner Calwitz Maserne in the northern sector o. the city, near the 
forner Cerman “ehrbeairka mando, was also oceupied by a Polish unit, which 
was ;enerally referred to as a training batialion by the population. The 
menor this unit were also referrec to as infantremen., Thoy wore visor=type 
service cavs with a red strine. The Polish finance acninistration wes lecat- 
ed in the former Cernan Uolirbesirkskomzando. Prom south to north, source 
incleated the Sellov ince sequence of the barracks installations in the nrthern 
sector of the city: Calvitz haserre, Uolke Naserne, forrer Artillerie or 
Darbara Kaserne, (5°

Recording Lo orevious reports by other sources cated micOctoher L950, ihe 
ilandern Kaserne quartored soviet sirsorce units, the barracks installation 
east of the [landern Kaserne, presunahly the Arras Kaserne, was anoccunied, 


and the installation loaated still farther to the east, presunably the 
Crenacior Kase “as also occupied by air force units. 


swelve uns anc an unidentified number of AA cuns had bean observed in the 
artillerie Kaserne in Movemha 1950, uence, it is possible that this 
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installation sormbinuously quartered artillery units up to this date,
